She  makes  tlie  expe¬ 
riment,  and  has  the  mortitication  to  find, 
that  her  ignorance  and  inexperience  on¬ 
ly  lerve  to  make  the  Jrmph  girl  more 
confpieuous,  and  nvife  proportionably 
ridieulons.  IJer  afTcdation  of  the  ftaid 
iioufewife  (if  fhe  be  prudent  enough  to 
aim  at  that  charaiftcr),  her  mimic  faga- 
eity,  and  affci^ted  gravity,  approach  no 
nearer  to  the  real  woman,  than  the 
foolilli  tricks  of  a  monkey  to  the  aiffions 
<4*  a  man.  Nature  nuift  have  its  coiirfe. 
A  girl  can  be  no  more  a  woman  by  be¬ 
ing  a  ‘ivift\  than  a  boy  of  four  years  old 
ran  he  a  man,  by  calling  clj  the  girl’s  ha- 
hit  ;  nor  can  I  help  obferving  the  ftriking 
funilariiy  between  the  diverting  confe- 
C|uenee  afiiimed  by  the  young  hero,  on 
rioeount  of  his  new  and  manlike  drefs, 
and  the  ridiculous  importance  of  a  filly 
girl  metamorphofed  into  a  childiOi  wi.^e; 
i)tit,as  thecanfe  of  this  particular  folly 
not  generally  applicable^  though  the 
<  Hlvft  is  too  common,  I  fhall  leave  the 
dear,  inlipid  creatures  to  the  endear¬ 
ments  of  their  fond  fwains,  and  do  my 
endeavours  to  render  you  a  more  accep¬ 
table  companion  to  your  hufband,  and  a 
more  refpct^table  chara<5ler  to  your  ac- 
cpiaintance. 

'Fo  be  a  wife,  Maria,  fuch  as  I  could 
with  you,  requires  more  care,  more  tem¬ 
per,  more  coiuluiSl  and  folidity,  than 
young  women  ufually  pretend  to :  there¬ 
fore,  to  become  a  wife,  it  were  ncceflary 
to  become  a  new  woman  in  the  moft  cf- 
fential  parts  of  her  condu(5l.  The  very- 
great  difference  iKtwcen  the  obrequi<*uf- 
iief;  of  a  lovcf,  and  the  authority  of  a 
hnn>aiul,  will  fet  this  in  a  proper  light. 
To  the  moment  of  your  marriage  it  is 
your  reign.  Your  lover  is  proud  to 
oblige  yon,  watches  your  fmiles,  is  obe¬ 
dient  to  your  commands,  anxious  to 
plcafq  you,  and  careful  to  avoid  every 


thing  you  difapprove;  but  you  have  no 
fooner  pronounced  that  harfli  word  ohey^ 
than  you  give  up  the  reins,  and  it  is  his 
turn  to  rule  fo  long  as  yon  live^  Then 
it  is  that  he  very  juftly  expels  an  ade¬ 
quate  return.  He  has  ferved  you  wiih 
fidelity;  and  the  laws  of  .nature,  the 
bonds  of  fociety,  and  the  injunc^lions  of 
religion,  now  claim  your  gtateful  obe¬ 
dience — not  to  the  maiulatebof  a  tyrant, 
but  yourchcarfiil  .ftibmiUion  aiiilpleafing 
compliance  to  the  fofl  didates  of  a  friend, 
a  guardian,  a  protedor.  Yet  this  is  fo 
oppolite  to  the  vain  fpiri^  of  rule,  find  fii 
•<lifriciilt  to  be  reliHicd  at  the  firft,  that 
many  young  girls,  loon  after  their  mar¬ 
riage,  think  lhemrelvc&  ill-trcatcd  if  they 
are  ever  fo  gently  contradided,  and  feem,. 
by  their  perverfe  manner,  to'think  eter¬ 
nal  adoration  their  particular  due,  aiul 
that  their  hufbands  ought  to  kneel  like 
their  lovers,  and  fawn  like  their  lap-dogs, 
to  their  lives  end.  Ti)is,  however,  fo 
far  from  fetting  them  in  an  advantageous 
point  of  view,  or  making  them  objeds  of 
envv  or  imitation,  would  only  render  the 
hufband  contemptible,  the  wife  defpi- 
cablc.  A  quite  contrary  mode  of  beha¬ 
viour  is  abfolutely  neceffary  in  every 
woman  who  is  ambitions  of  honour,  or 
barely  defirous  of  refped. 

The  moment  a  woman  enters  into  the 
nuptial  ftatc,  fhe  ftioald  look  upon  her- 
felf  as  a  new  being,  or  rather  as  a  being 
in  a  new  kind  of  cxiftence.  She  ought  to 
look  upon  the  trifles  which  before  de¬ 
lighted  her,  with  the  fame  eyes  as  a  man 
views  the  baubles  of  his  infancy.  The 
plcafing  levities,  and  agjecable  fooleries 
of  a  girl,  arc  particularly  difgufting  in  n 
wife,  and  very  often  receive  a  conftruc- 
tion  not  at  all  redounding^o  her  undcr- 
(landing  or  licr  modefly.  The  honour 
of  a  woman,  and  that  of  a  foldier,  is  jufl- 
ly  faid  to  he  equally  delicate,  it  muft  not 
be  trifled  with;  but  the  reputation  of  a 
wife  exceeds  both;  it  muft  not  be  inju¬ 
red  even  in  ll»ought.  Hence  you  may 
perceive  of  what  importance  it  is  fora 
married  woman  'to  attend  to  feeming 
trifles,  both  on  account  ©f  the  unfavour¬ 
able  impreflions  her  hufband  may  receive 
on  her  negled,  and  what  conftrudions  a 
bufy  world  may  put  on  it.

cmijIu"  llie  may  be  mariicif;  ami  thele 
complifnents  may  fometiau's  be  imperti¬

I. lily  improper  lor  the  ear  ot  a  married 
avomaii.  b.‘.t  the  jclimpiillilng  of  all 
inaie  aetpiaintanee  is  an  iiulilpenliblc 
point,  where  reputation  is  regarded,  and 
intimlcil  to  be  prelerve<i.  Innocent 
Ireedonis  between  the  youthful  of  both

How¬ 
ever,  as  they  liion  after  got  up  to  return 
home,  he  puriued  his  journey,  not  with 
an  intention  to  go  tohisowm  houfe  till 
it  was  dark,  as  he  felt  fome  painful 
doiiliis  and  difagrceablc  rcfiedions  arilc 
in  liis  mind,  which  lie  w’as  willing  to  fa¬ 
tisfy  til  at  eNcning,  without  giving  them 
any  longer  harbour  in  a  brealj  unufed  to 
fucli  emoii4)us.  He  foon  had  his  wifii; 
for,  on  coming  home,  and  hearing  fomc- 
body  in  his  parlour,  the  door  of  which 
was  not  quite  Unit,  he  went  gently  to¬ 
wards  it,  .and  had  the  vexation  to  fee  his 
wife  engaged  with  the  fame  perfon,  and 
in  the  fame  fainiliaritics  he  had  obferved 
before ;  he  feeming  to  be  foliciting,  Ihc 
half  denying  fomething,  tvhich  he  ckircd 
r.  Jt  go  near  enough  to  hear,  for  fear  of 
being  difeovered.  Sophronius,  though 
fired  w  ith  jealous  rage,  ftifled  his  refent- 
ment,  retired  foflly,  and  entered  in  his 
iifiial  manner,  expecting  to  fee  them  both 
IniHeiently  confuftd  to  confirm  him  in 
his  fufpicion.  But  he  was  gre.'Riy  and 


ai»rce.ibly  clifappointtd,  when,  o*i  his  en¬ 
tering;  ihc  room,  his  Tneodofi.i  flew  to 
)!im  with  all  the  raptures  of  a  lover;  and 
the  youPi;  fellow,  in  the  fimplicity  of  his 
heart,  exclaimed,  “  Faith  !  you  have  fair- 
Iv  caught  me  with  your  lady;  i  fuppofe 
j  have  nothing  to  do  now  but  to  Ihoot 
YOU  through  the  lu*ad  by  way  of  a- 
inciuls.”  This  was  accompanied  with  a 
lin:!e  I'o  unfufpe(iting,  and  with  fueh  an 
ingenuous  relation  of  what  they  had 
*  been  lining  that  afternoon,  and  how  he 
was  foliciting  her  to  go  to  his  fifter’s 
(who  proved  to  be  the  lady  Sophronius 
had  obftived  in  the  fields  without  a 
gint’eman)  to  fpend  the  evening,  that 
Sophronius  was  rcaily  forty  he  had  fo 
lailily  entertained  a  thought  injurious  to 
the  vjjrnc  of  his  wile;  but  when  they 
Were  .done,  on  his  telling  her. what  the 
woritl  tlionght  her  eoudmit,  ihe  was 
iiniiK  tiiaieiy  fo  fully  convinced  of  the 
pl  iuiihiiity  of  hia  furmiles,  and  her  owni 
iiupi  lulenee,  that  Ihe  is  tiow  nev^r  feen 
in  the  company  of  her  *  young  friends 
wiilu  ut  Sopiironiuo  is  preient ;  and  rea- 
fon  ibie  pcojde  begtn  to  perceive  tiieir  er¬ 
ror,  refpev.Hing  her  former  indileretiun, 
and  are  forr)  they  ever  had  an  unfavour¬ 
able  opinion  of  otie  fo  amiable. 

I  have  freijuCntly  heard  it  obferved, 
that  handloine  girls  ilo  not  often  make 
V.  ry  good  wives.  The  reafon  is  obvious. 
A  girl  famed  for  her  perfonal  charms, 
lint  only  diavv^s  all  eyes  upon  her,  where- 
c^crlhe  comes,  but  has  fo  many  fops 
and  coxcombs  extolling  her  beauty,  com¬ 
plaining  of  flames  and  darts,  living  in  her 
p  i  llncc,  and  dying  in  her  ahfence,  that 
if  llic  has  virtue  enough  to  fpurn  any 
enininal«advances,  llie  mufl:  be  poirefled 
of  greater  fortitude  than  generally  falls 
to  the  lhare  of  human  nature,  by  with- 
ftimliiig  fuch  torrents  of  flattery  as  are 
daily  piaired  upon  her.  It  is  almoft  an 
impollibility.  The  keeneft  penetration, 
and  the  foimdelt  judgment  have  never 
yet  been  found  proof  againft  delicate 
flattery  and  well-timed  anplaufe.  We 
cannot  help  looking  with  a  favourable 
eye  on  tliofe  who  think  and  fpeak  well 
of  US;  nor  can  a  woman,  w'ho  is  hourly 
taught  to  think  hcrfelf  fomething  I'uperior 
to  ail  her  fex,  avoid  feeling  fome  attrac¬ 
tive  inclination  to  favour  thofe  who  fo 
devoutly  offer  up  fuch  agreeable  incenfe 
to  her  charms.  Flattery  dazzles  the  fenfe, 
corrupts  tiie  uuderftanding,  and  intoxi¬ 
cates  every  faculty  of  the  mind;  fo  that 
a  woman  conftanlly  hearing  her  praifes 


reiterated  in  her  ear,  and  re-echoed  from 
one  pragmatic  coxcomb  to  another,  is  in 
the  greateft  danger  of  being  deprived  of 
thole  qualifications  fo  eflential  in 
married  ftate,  if  not  of  every  virtue  . 
which  can  render  the  fex  amiable. — 
Should  one  of  thefe  fpoiled  girls  at  laft 
condefeend  to  give  her  hand  to  one  of  her 
admirers,  who  may  ferioufly  hope  for 
domeftic  happinefs  in  his  fair  bride,  and 
difcreetly  refolve  to  play  the  fool  no 
longer,  nor  fufler  his  anions  to  difeover' 
the  boy,  when  they  Ihould  be  employed 
in  more  rational  purfuits,  for  the  honour 
and  w  elfare  of  his  family ;  let  ns,  on  fuch 
an  union,  attend  to  the  new-made  w'ife, 
for  an  example  carefully  to  be  avoided.  * 

A  woman,  fo  accuftomed  to  the  buzze.s 
cfapplaufc  from  a  croud  of  profcllcd 
flaves,  and  fo  giddy  with  the  extravagant 
adoration  of  contending  fops,  will  but 
very  ill  relilh  the  folitary  duties  of  a  wife, 
and  the  dull  fociety  of  a  kujland^  only. 
He,  to  be  fiirc,  may  be  tolerable  enough 
during  the  honey-moon  of  matrimony,* 
and  the  meridian  of  novel- raptures;  but 
when  the  gay  dame  finds  that,fromJicr 
hulband  only,  llie  inuft  expect  devotion  ; 
that  he  alone  is  intitlcd  to  her  favours; 
that  he  feems  to  demand  her  warmeft 
aficditins  as  a  privilege,  and  her  eafy- 
compliance  as  a  duty,  (he  does  but  too 
often  grow  negligent  through  pride, 
fluttilh  through  chagrin,  and,  not  feldom,  . 
infamous  through  refentment;  for  it  is 
a  common  obrervation,that<2  fine  Jhc’voy 
girl  proves  a  Jlattern  in  wedlock 
and  a  beauty  Jhould  never  he  united  /# 
a  man  who  is  at  all fufceptible  of  jea- 
loiify.

c  tl’^re.  In  tins  county  tlie  itlle  hi'- 
h  )ar'.  rs  or  traikfinen,  who  nuke  a  prac- 
t'.ec  ot  carrying  guns  ami  killing  game, 
.!!c  icaiulaily  brought  to  juliice,  by  pro- 
kii'ticii^  againlr  tliein  at  llie  procurator 
l.it  al\.  iiill  nu:c :  hut  in  the  call  part  of 
the  ci/uniy  (if  Stirling,  1  vvasi  informed 
111)  notice  was  taken  of  this,  abufc,  in  lb 
Tr.ach,  that  lorne  of  the  farmers,  their 
lliv.nil.,,  anil  the  tradefmen  in  almoft 
evtry  little  village,  are  in  the  conllant 
pi  aitice  of  poaching  the  game  at  all  lea- 
ion^,  and  of  fliooting  pigeons,  which  the 
fainurs  drefs  and  cat  in  their  families, 
-iving  thereby  a  faikiion  for  dcltroying 
llicin.  I  have  therefore,  through  the 
ciiainu.*!  of  your  ufcful  paper,  only  meu- 
liiiiicd  tlicfe  grievances,  that  the  perfons 
wiiofe  bufiuefs  it  is,  may  think  of  the 
proper  way  of  redrelliug  them.  7'hc 
dillaneeof  that  part  of  the  country’  from 
Stirling,  where  the  only  court  is  held, 
and  there  being  no  ading  jujlicc'  of 
pcticf  in  that  part,  is  perhaps  the  occa- 
lion  that  culprits  pafs  with  impunity,  and

>vhicii  rerpc(:t3  the  degenerate  ftatc  of 
man,  iu  both  tlufc  iidlances.  But  an 
error  is  not  lefs  an  error  for  being  of 
long  Itanding,  or  becaufe  Homer  was 
tlic  patron  of  it.  That  there*  have  been, 
ill  all  times,  men  of  both  gigantic  and 
dwailifti  ft.itures  is  certain;  but  they 
never  were  confidered  as  a  general  ftan- 
•Urd,  only  as  particubr  exceptions  to  iU 


Large  bones  have  been  fometimes  dug 
up;  but  cither  they  belonged  to  thofc 
few  perfons  of  uncommon  lize,  whofc 
exiftence  has  l)ccn  admitted,  or,  what  ia 
far  more  probable,  they  were  the  boneSr 
of  other  animals.  1  have  feen  TufnuU 
opened^  w-hcrein  the  bodies  of  foldicr8^ 
v^e^c  buried,  who  were  killed  nine  hun¬ 
dred  years  ago,  and  the  bones  were  per- 
fciitly  found ;  fonac  were  larger  than  o- 
thers,  but  none  exceeded  tiie  lize  of 
Ihofe  of  a  common  trooper  in  an  BngliiU 
fquadron  of  horfe.  I  have  likewi fc  had 
an  oppoitunity  of  examining  many  u- 
tenlils,  rings,  weapons,  &c.  which  were 
buried  in  Herculaneum  feventcen  Imn- 
dred  yeara  lince,  all  of  them  of  a  mode¬ 
rate  li/.e;  nor  is  there  the  leall  realbn^ 
from  the  infinite  variety  of  paintings, 
found  there,  to  fuppofe  that  larger  oncs^ 
had  ever  been  in  ufe.  The  fame  is  true 
with  refpei^t  to  fuch  antient  armour 
hath  been  ever  difeovered,  though  be¬ 
longing  to  the  moft  remote  ages.  The 
accurate  Mr  Greaves  meafured  the  lar- 
geft  ftone  coflins  in  the  firft  pyramids  of 
Egypt,  Vhich  are  fuppofed  to  be  be¬ 
tween  three  and  four  thoufand  years 
old;  the  cavity  of  none  of  them  exceed¬ 
ed,  by  Englilli  meafure,  (decimals  of  an 
inch  excepted)  fix  feet  in  length,  and 
two  in  depth  and  breadth,  which  cannot' 
be  thought  extraordinary.  'No  mum¬ 
mies,  or  embalmed  bodies,  have  been  at. 
any  lime  found  above  fuch  like  iifiial 
proportions.  Add  to  all  this,  that  the 
tombs  of  Pifa,  fuppofed  to  be  the  oldeft: 
in  Europe,  arc  juft  the  fize  of  the  moft: 
modern  ones.  Thus  much  for  the  (lA- 
ture  of  man.  Let  us  next  confidcr  his. 
fuppofed  greater  length  of  life  in  former 
times  than  in  the  prefent.  It  may  be 
found  too,,  that  this  fuppofition,  when^ 
fairly  examined^  will  drop  to  the  ground.. 
1  meddle  not  with  the  teftimony  of  Mo- 
fes,  concerning  the  longacvity  of  our 
good  forefathers  before  the  flood;  let 
every  man,  in  that  matter,  judge  fur 
himielf.  It  is  true,  that  lives  of  ninev 
hundred  years  do  feem  to  us  a  little  ex¬ 
traordinary;  and  the  more  fo,  becaufe 
the  perfons  faved  in  the  ark  mult 
be  confidered  as  a- line  of  communica¬ 
tion,  drawn  between  the  generations 
before  the  deluge,  -and  thofe  which 
came  after  it ;  therefore  it  ihould  feem 
reafonable,  that  the  nature  of  the  father 
Ihould  deibend  to  his  poftcrity,  without 
apy  very  materud  alteration.  It  haft 
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been  fnid,  that  a  change  *1  the  atmo- 
Iphere  enfued,  whereby  the  air  wa§  ren¬ 
dered  lels  wholefome,  and  Ids  tit.  for 
rerpiratioij.  Pidibly  loch  an  ahertioo 
may  be  more'e.inU'  nude  than  proved ; 
be  it  as  it  will,  I  am  not  coneerned  to 
contradict  the  opinion.  I  thall  be  con¬ 
tented  to  go  b.ich  only  as  far  as  the  be- 
finning  of  the  reign  of  king  David, 
which,  with  exception  only  to  one  huri- 
tlred  and  lix  years,  includes  juft  half  the 
lime  (*  according  tg  feriptnre  chrono¬ 
logy)  from  the  creation  of  the  world  to 
the  prefent  hour.  Let  us  then  hear  tlie 
trftimony  which  David  gives  of  him felf, 
Pf.  xe.  lo.  “  Tl»e  d.«ys  of  our  age  are 
ihrecfcorc  >Tars  and  ten  ;  and  though 
men  be  foftrong,  tinat  they  come  to  foil r- 
feore  years,  yet  is  their  drength  then  but 
labour  and  forrow,  fo  loon  it  pafi’eth  a- 
■way,  and  we  are  gone.”  His  own  ex¬ 
ample  may  be  allowed  to  iilnflrale  his 
alfertion.  He  died  at  feventy  yea^^  of 
ago,  and  before  that  lime,  in  tlie  ordi¬ 
nary  language  of  the  people,  was  con- 
iidcieil  as  being  very  old  and  decrepid  ; 
fo  the  feriptures  fpeak  of  him  in  more 
places  than  one:  “  Now  king  David 
was  old  and  flricken  in  years.”  i  Kings, 
i.  I.  And  again,  at  the  15th  verl'e  of  the 
Ihme  chapter,  “  And  the  king  was  very 
old.”  Certainly  he  was  to;  for  an  expe¬ 
riment  was  tried  upon  him  without 
crt'oct,  which  might  almoft  have  anima- 
ted  a  tomb-ftone.  Thanks  to  Pnivi- 
dence,  we  f>cor  dwindled  mortals  (as 
many  would  have  us  believe)  .are  at 
lealf  as  good  men  as  he ;  perhaps  fomc 
of  us  may  hope  to  be  even  better.  The. 
remarks  of  Monfieur  Budbii,  author  of 
a  very  celebrated  work,  on  the  fnbjeCt 
of  natural  hiftory,  are  fingularly  inge-

fending  out  a  naval  force,  bad  been  no¬ 
tified  to,  or  even  fufpcflcd  by,  the  court 
of  Copenhagen.  The  mellcngcr  carry¬ 
ing  off  this  refolution  to  Denmark,  met 
thole  bringing  over  this  intelligence  on 
the  coniines  of  that  kingdom. 

It  is  the  general  affertion  of  thofe  w’ho

Let  us  conftder  the 
laUire  cf  thkatcQda4  royalty^hopei* 
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fih  for  improving  and  beautifying  the 
city  of  EdjtiburgS  were  publifhed,  and 
the  authority  of  |urli'imcnt  was  iiUer po¬ 
led. —  I  hiscxtenuon  of  the  royalty  was 
ctmlidercd  as  a  great  fnion  to  the  corpo- 
Tation. — The  inhai)itants  or  the  new
